| vestigating His Office, Jumps From 
| Chair and Strikes E. E. Dempcy. 


OTHER MEMBERS OF THE 
COMMITTEE SEPARATE THEM 


Thomas Declares He Will Make Good 
Any Discrepancy—Shortage Now 
Attributed to Error in Bookkeep- 
ing—Prosecution Not Likely. 


George K. Thomas, county clerk of St. 
Clair County, lll., who has been under in- 
vestigation by the board of supervisors, 
whose committee reported him $10,104.65 
short in his accounts, assaulted Supervisor 
E. HE. Dempbcy when the finance committee 
of the board called at his office in Belle- 
ville Monday morning and demanded the 
payment to the county of the money which 
the committee could not account for. 

Mr. Thomas struck the supervisor one 
blow before other supervisors and friends 
parted the two men. 

Clerk Thomas refused to comply with 
the demand of the finance committee at 
this time, declaring that he had not been 
given opportunity to investigate the records 
en which the special investigating com- 
mittee based its findings. 

Mr. Dempcy was a member of that com- 
mittee. 

He denied the clerk’s statement. 

The county clerlt was sitting behind his 
iesk. 

“You know very well,’ said Dempcy, 
“that our committee not only asked you 
to go over your reports with us but urged 
you to do so.” 

Thomas jumped from his chair. He 
walked out in front of the desk, shot his 
fist in Dempcy’s face and ordered him from 
the office. 

“IT am here on the business of this county 
and the man doesn’t live that can put me 
©ut,’’ replied the supervisor. 

Dempcy is younger than Thomas, but 
very small in stature as compared to the 
clerk. His bravado enraged the accused 
man. 

“Can't put you out, did 
put you out? There's a 
endurance?” cried Thomas. 


Clerk Nearly 


Floored Supervisor. 

With this the clerk swung madly at 
Dempcy. He landed one stiff blow on the 
little man's chest. It nearly floored him 
but his fellow committeemen and other 
witnesses ran to his rescue and parted the 
two men. 

The committeemen left the office and 
sought the advice of S8State’s Attorney 
Farmer. it is believed that Clerk Thomas 
fwill be given ample opportunity to explain 
the discrepancies in his office accounts. 
Criminal prosecution, it is said. is not 
probable, the shortage being generally ac- 
credited to a lax system of bookkeeping. 

Mr. Thomas said Monday that he will 
Make good the balance, at whatever 
amount it may be established. 

F. H. Atkinson is chairman of the fin- 
ance committee and made the former de- 


mand on the clerk. William N. Balty is 
the third member of the committee. 

The investigation of Clerk Thomas’ office 
was threatened during the last municipal 
campaign in. East St. Louis, where both 
Thomas and Dempcy reside. Dempcy was 
an active worker fcr the Citizens’ party, 
ot which Mayor Stephens wae the head. 
Thomas was a leader of the opposition, 
the Independent Mun cipal party. which 
was successful in the election, overthrow- 
ie the Stephens regime and placing Judge 
las Cook in the mayor's chair.

ROMANCE BLENDS — 
WITH ARTFUL CRIME 


Wife of Veteran Mail Robber and 
Check Raiser Is Means of 
His Arrest. 


TOOK POUCHES IN DAYLIGHT 


Patient in a Denver Hospital Will 
Probably Die There or in 
Prison. 


Albert E. Bell confessed Monday to the 
Superintendent of a. detective agency in 
Denver, according to dispatches received 
by the Post-Dispatch, that he was A. E. 
Hammond, wWho is wanted in St. Louis for 
forgery. The confession includes all the 
crimes with which he is charged. 

Bell is now in St. Anthony’s Hospital, 
Denver, guarded by two detectives, and his 
wife, who was arrested in the hospital, has 
been released on $500 bond. 

Bell is believed to be one of the smooth- 
est and, up toa few days ago, the most 
successful criminal in his line in the United 
States. 

Under the aliases of J. H. Hamilton, A. 
E. Hammond, J. A. Miller, F. H. Crosby, 
George. Murray and a few others, he operat- 
ed successively as a mail pouch thief, 
forger and check raiser. 

He has worked from coast to coast and 
frnm the gulf to the Minnesota Hine. 

He is a man of clever and engaging per- 
sonality. He dresses well. has lived hix- 
urlovsly and impressed all with whom lie 
came in contact as a sueressful business 
man. 

Of medium build 40 old, his 
prepossessing manners won for him many 
friends. If he does not die in the hospital 
he probably will in the penitentiary, for he 
is likely, to get a life sentence when he 
is brought to trial for his crimes. 

Bell. Hammond, Murray, by whatever 
name he is known, is wanted in St. Louis. 
He will probably be turned over to the 
St. Louis authorities by agreement with 
the postoffice inspectors’ department, for 
trial for swindling the Lincoln Trust Co. 
out of a large sum. 

The Pinkerton Detective Agency, it is 
said, have enough evidence against him 
to keep him in jail the balanee {of his nat- 
ura! life. 

Bell, as he is generally known, has caused 
the United States an enormous amount of 
trouble in the past four years through his 
propensity for stealing mail bags. It was 
through this specialty in crime that he 
came to be known to the St. Louis local 
and federal authorities. The theft of a 
mail pouch. at Springfield Junction, IIL, 
containing a number of checks and drafts 
was the latest crime ascribed to him. This 
robbery took place April 10, 1903. 

Bell's career is the basis of as pretty a 
detective story as was ever written. Ro- 
mance is not lacking, and it was made 
possible through his association with a 
heautiful and charming woman that he was 
caught, although it was not her fault. It 
was the beauty and charm of this woman 
that made possible some of his most suc- 
cessful villainy. * 

Bell appeared in St. Louis March 2% and, 
under the name of A. E. Hammond, en- 
gaged in the ice cream business. He made 
his credit good by depositing with the Lin- 
coln Trust Co. $1000 in cash. Later he de- 
posited a number of checks and drafts, 
and shortly afterward withdrew his depos- 
its, $1000 for the cash and $2500 for the 
paper. 


Forgeries Found 
Forger Absent. 


The trust company soon discovered that 
the indorsements on the paper, deposited 
by Hammond were forgeries, but when 
they began to look for Hammond he was 
gone. 

Being & member of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association, of which the detective 
agency is the police agent, the company 
placed the case in their hands. When 
Hammond was described to the Pinkerton 
men they at once recognized in him l- 
bert E. Bell, alias J. A. Miller of New 
York, where he was arrested in 1894 while 
trying to cash a stolen draft for $1200, for 
which he was sentenced to the Elmira re- 
formatory. |

the Lincoln Trust Co.'s money, Bell, or 
Hammond, went Dast.

Mrs. Denison of De Hodiamont Chases 
Burglar, Awes Him and Re- 
gains Plunder. 


MAN ESCAPES ON STREET CAR 


Boys Take Up the Chase, but the Thief 
Barely Eludes Them—He Had 
Stolen Clothes. 


Mrs. Samuel B. Denison, a pretty little 
woman with dainty pompadour. sparkling 
eyes and a most determined way, is the 
heroine of De Hodiamont. 

She chased a burglar across a vacant lot, 
shook her fist in his face, and made him 
drop his sack and let her take away from 
it two coats that belonged to her husband, 


She would have taken the rest of the four 
suits of clothes that the burglar had stolen, 
but he made a motion as though to draw 
a revolver, and when Mrs. Denison stepped 
back he ran. She ran after him, but he 
escaped, even though Mrs. Anna Lynch, a 
neighbor, and several small boys took up 
the pursuit. 

They followed him until he boarded a 
fast-moving Olive street car, and some of 
the boys came close enough to him to 
catch at his coat tails. — 

Mrs. ‘Denison lives at 6035A Suburban 
avenue, which is an upstairs flat. Mrs. 
Lynch occupies the downstairs flat. In the 
basement a quantity of Mr. Denison’s win- 
ter clothing is stored. Carpenters, working 
in the basement, left the side door open. 

While Mrs. Denison was eating her break- 
fast in the dining room upstairs Mrs. 
Lynch and Mrs. James Halpin and Mrs. 
Bolt, who live next door. began to call to 
her and ask if she had sold anything to a 
second-hand man. When she said that she 
had not they told her they had seen a man 
with a sack over his arm coming from the 
basement. They told her he had started 
out across a vacant lot toward the car line. 

Mrs. Denison hurried after him and 
caught up with him near the car tracks. 
She shook her fist in his face and ordered 
him to open the bag so she could look 
into it. 


The man seemed frightened and obeyed. 

When the thief took to flight again Mrs. 
Denison was joined by Mrs. Lynch, who 
entered the chase. The burglar then ran 
toward De Hodiamont avenue, and several 
small boys at this point teok up the pur- 
suit. 


The man ran at record speed to the car 
tracks and the ys could do nothing more 
than’ catch his coat as he whizzed past 
them. He caught an eastbound Olive street 
car and was gore. 


Mrs. Denison had taken time to call to a 
grocer’s solicitor to find a policeman, and 
the young.man had driven off in a hurry. 
He found an officer who had been looking 
on De Hodiamont avenue for the same 
burglar, and returned with him a moment 
after the thief had got on the car. 


Mrs. ‘Denison says the man was about 
5 feet 4 inches tall. wore a false mustache 
that was not the color of his dark hair, 
had a dark complexion that was badly 
splotched with yeHow marks, had very 
small eyes and a short, stubby nose, and 
very small flat ears. He wore a black stiff 
hat, a brown coat and vest with a dark 
Stripe, and black trousers. A notable feat- 
ure is a short upper lip. which reveals ugly 
teeth when he talks.

Although an embezzler fleeing from the 
Officers of the law, J. Weller Reed, lately 
cashier of the Los Angeles branch of the 
California Fruit Canners Association, could 
not stand being robbed himself. Through 
a complaint to the police he was identified 
and arrested for stealing nearly $5000 from 
the Pacific coast firm. 

Under the name of James H. Johnson, 


bookmaker. he was a guest at the Laclede} 


Hotel Friday. He was standing im’ front 
of the hotel Sunday evening when a styl- 
ishly attired woman came strolling by. 

She was young and pretty and Reed 
winked at her and, to his satisfaction, she 
smiled in return. 

Reed took a walk with his new friend 
that his pocket had been picked of $2008. 

He could not resist a chance to get it 
back and to punish those who had de- 
spoiled him, 80 when a policeman passed 
the Laclede later in the night Reed told 
about the affair. Ele stated the bills were 
chiefly of $50 and $100 denomination, with 
19 $20 bills. 

Circulars had been received at the Cen- 
tral Police Station Sunday evening, sent 
out by the California Fruit Canners’ Asso- 


ciation and offering $500 reward for the 


capture of Reed, whose photograph and 
description were given, together with de- 
taile of the embezzlement. 

The circular stated that the missing bills 
were chicfly $0 and $100 bills with a num- 
ber of $20 notes. When Serat. James Mc- 
Glynn heard Patrolman Sicking’s report he 
decided that Johnson was Reed and sent 
Sergt. Driscoll to the Laclede. 
~ The alleged’Mr,. Johnson was asked to 
step to the Four Courts “to identify the 
woman’ and went gladly. There he was 
confronted with the circular. He admitted 
that he was Reed and had stolen nearly 
$000 from the Los Angeles firm. 

He said he would go back to California 
without «a requisition. The circular stated 
that Reed had a bad record, was a dang- 
erous man, and had hilled one man. Reed 
denied having killed agyone. He had a gun 
on his person when arrested. Letters found 
on him by Sergt. McGlynn ‘indicate that he 
was in Chicago in i8% under the alias of 
Johnson. 

The Fruit Canners’ Association will re- 
cover $2067.56 of the amount stolen by Reed. 
This is all that now remains of the loot. 
Reed carried his money in.two rolls and in 
different pockets and the woman or wom- 
en who robbed him took only one roll.

AT THE WHITE HOUSE 


Desperate Struggle Made by Peter Elliott ¢ 
Minneapolis With the Guards in an Ef« pp 
| fort to See President Roosevelt. = 
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DREW A REVOLVER - 
AND TRIED TO SHOOT 
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WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—A desperate 
hand-to-hand encounter with an armed in- 
sane man who was determined to see Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, occurred in the vestibule 
of the White~House shortly before noon 
today. 

The man, who gave his name as Peter 
Elliott, and his home as Minneapolis, was 
overpowered by the officers on duty at the 
White House entrance and carried to a 
police van which had been summoned. He 
was placed in the van in the custody of 
two officers. Seeming to realize then for 
the first time that he was under arrest, 
Elliott began a furious struggle with his 
captors for liberty. He drew a revolver 
and attempted to shoot Officer James Cis- 


sell. 

The officer grabbed his hand = and 
wrenched the weapon from his grasp. Elli- 
ott’s struggles were so fierce, however, that 
the two officers in the cramped quarters 
of the van were unable to overcome him. 
Officer Cissell then drew his revolver and 
fired two shote to attract attention. 

Chief Usher Thomas Stone and Officer 
Parker of the White House force, who had 
assisted in carrying Elliott to the van, 
attracted by the shots, rushed back to the 
vehicle and assisted in overpowering him. 

In the struggle within the police van 
Elliott had broken a gilas panel with his 
head, severely cutting his head and face. 
Officer Cissell sustained a serious cut on 
his right arm, two tnches of flesh being 
cut out of the fleshy part of the arm. 
He suffered considerably from loss of 
blood, but his injury is not serious. 

The van was hurried to the emergency 
hospital, where the injuries of both Cis- 
sell and Elliott were dressed. 

Elliott is undoubtedly violently insane. 

Several days ago Secretary Loeb received 
a letter postmarked Washington and writ- 
ten on letter paper of the St. James Hotel, 
this city. The letter enclosed a photo- 
graph of Elliott and an incoherent re- 
quest for an interview with President 
Roosevelt. The letter was signed “Peter 
Ell,” the statement being made immedi- 
ately under the signature that the writer 
was registered at the hotel as Peter El- 
liot.

I 
drew my bed up to the window and sat 
on the edge of the bed with my head out 
of the window. -All of a sudden the bed 


shook and there was a rumbling noise. 
This continued probably six or seven. sec- 
onds. 

“T admit I was a bit frightened. I 
thought someone was under the bed.

Psychological Laboratory at Northwest- 
ern University, Evansten, Ill., for years 
has been studying the leading advertis- 
ing mediums, both periedical and daily 
newspaper. He has made many inter- 
esting deductions as to what constitutes 
a successful advertisement. In the fel- 
lowing article, prepared for the Post- 
Dispatch, Prof. Scott embodies the result 
of numerous conferences between mem- 
bers of the Agate Club, composed of 
some of the leading advertisers of Amer- 
ica, and the professors of psychology in 
a leading Illinois university. 

In reviewing the teachings of ail the 
great psychologists it has been found that 
there are certain principles and methods 
which have a decided importance for the 
advertiser, for they help him to understand 
the working of the minds of the very indi- 
viduals whom he is attempting to infiu- 
ence, These practical principles have been 
gleaned from different psychologists and 
presented in such a manner that they can 
be understood by the ordinary business 
man. j 

It is found that these principles have a 
practical bearing upon the construction of 
copy, the choice of styles of type and iNus- 
trations, the selecting of media and the 
placing of the advertisement. 

One of the distinct advancements of re- 
cent psychologists is the discovery of im- 
proved methods of investigation. These 
methods, which have found universal ap- 
proval among men of science, are applic- 
able to the work of the advertiser. By 
nieans of these methods the value of cer- 
tain classes of advertisements can be dis- 
covered, and thus the pvorer advertise- 
ments ,eliminated and the better ones re- 
tained. It has been found that successful 
advertisements are those which awaken 
the desired mental activity by following 
the plan which might be deduced ‘rom a 
knowledge of the general principles of 


peychology. 
Six Essential Rules. 

In the discussion of the methods of at- 
tracting attention the six following rules 
were presented, which are quoted trom 
Mahin’s Maigazine and ajso from The The- 
ory of Advertising—a volume soon to ap- 
pear from the press of Small, Maynard & 
Co., Cambridge, Mass : 

“Phe power of any object te foree it- 
self into our attention ——— the ab- 
sence of counter attractions. 

This is one reason why a fullpage ad- 
vertisement is more than twice as effec- 
tive as a halfpage advertisement. It also 
shows the wisdom of concentration In @ 
2 es to attract the attention to 
many things at once by displaying many 
features in a single advertisement. 

“The wer of any 
siianaiets depends on the intenstty of the 


sensation aroused.”

We turn our attention most readily to 
those things which speak to ug in terms 
that we can ungerstand with the least 
possible effort. 

This gives one reason for making legi- 
bility the chief standard in choosing types. 
It condemns irrelevant displays whether in 
type or illustration. It shows the folly of 
choosing names for goods which in no way 
suggests the pature of the goods, or which 
do™ot have some striking characteristic. 

“The attention value of an object de- 
pends on the number of times it comes 
before us, or on repetition.” 

Repetition gives an accumulative force 
to advertisements. An advertisement seen 
ten times is probably more than ten times 
as effective as the same advertisement if 
seen but once. This does not contradict 
the other principle: 

“The attention walue of an object de- 
pends upon the contrast it forms to the 
object presented with it, preceding or 
following it.” 

Many advertisements repeat just enough 
of the text or display to identify each one 
of a series, and yet each advertisement 
in the main different from all others, and 
stands contrasted with the others of the 
series by the mere presence of the sim!- 
larities ais well as by the difference. Some 
characteristic featura, even if nothing 
more than a trade mark, can thus be con- 
Stantly repeated in such a manner that 
serves to give unity to the series which 
would otherwise have no apparent con- 
nection. Repetition and contrast can bots 
be secured at the same time: 

“Plie attention valine of am object de- 
pends on the imtensity of the feeling 
aroused.” 

in general, it is to the interest of the 
advertiser to awaken the more pleasing 
feelings and .emotions. To do this it is 
not necessary to descend to the ridiculous 
or to make use of irrelevant words or pic- 
tures. The work of the real artist is nec- 
essary here, and the successful advertise- 
ment writer must be a true artist. 

This barest outline of the way in which 
attention was treated shows in general the 
method of procedure in presenting the va-

Follow any good sponge cake recipe and 
drop the batter from a teaspoon on but- 
tered paper. Bake until lightly browned, 
then trim the edges. On one-half of the 
cakes spread jelly of different kinds, such 
as peach, raspberry and currant. Put the 
unspread cake on these, then cover with 
icing. In flavoring the icing use what com- 
bines with the jelly used—almond flavoring 
with the peach jelly, chocolate with the 
currant and so on. These dainty cakes can 
be made several colors by coloring some 
of the icing with cranberry juice; some 
with the grated rind of orange or lemon, 
or the yolk of eggs; some with chocolate 
and the others can be left white.

ful of good currants, some candied citron, 
the chopped rind of one large orange and 
the grated rind of two lemons, one cupful 
of sugar and the white of two eggs beaten 
light. These are delicious. 


Chocolate Cakes. 


Beat to a cream two-thirds of a cup of 
butter and one cup of sugar, then add each 
& teaspoonful of salt and cinnamon, one 
well-beaten egg, two ounces of grated 
chocolate, one-fourth cup sour milk. Sift 
one-half teaspoonful of soda in two cup- 
fuls and a half of flour. Roll rather thin 
and cut into small round cakes. Bake in 
a quick oven. 


Raisin Spirals. 

Take one cup sugar, one-half coup butter 
and yolks of two eggs; and beat to a 
cream. Add one cupful sour milk and one 
of chopped raisins; one-half teaspoonful of 
cinnamon and nutmeg, Dissolve onb tea- 
spoonful of soda in a little of the milk. 
Just before putting in the flour aad the 
beaten whites of two eggs. Make a very 
stiff dough and cut in thin strips about 5 
inches long. Roll around the finger and 
fry in butter to a delicate brown, 


Cocoanut Cakes, 

Grate one cocoanut into a porcelain ket- 
tle and heat until dry as flour, stiring con- 
stantly so it will_not burn, add a cupfu! 
of powdered sugar and the white of one 
egig, well beaten. Mix thoroughly and 
shape into fancy cakes. Bake on buttered 
paper in a moderate oven.
